Visiting Committee Makes 
Report On Institutions of 
State; Sparta Manage- 


ment Upheld 


Present housing facilities at the 


Sparta Home for Dependent Chil- 
dren arc inadequate according; to 'a 
report made to the legislature Fri- 
day by the, senate committee on edu- 
cation nnd public -welfare. This in- 
vestication was prompted by charg- 
fS which were made before the com- 
mittee as to the management of the 
hyme. 
The committee found that 


ihe charges against the superinten- 
dent and regarding the mistreatment 
of children live without foundation. 
H finds however, that proper educa- 
tional facilities are not afforded and 
that the institution which was orig- 
inally designed for 175 persons is 
now caring for 291. There is crit- 
icism of the board of control. The 
report of the committee declares: 


"That the state board of control 


and its agents have not given prop- 
er cooperation in the matter of pun- 
ishing persons guilty of 
offenses 


against these wards of the state 
who have been indentured, and have 
not been sufficiently active in taking 
tho initiative in bringing out the 
conviction of persons guilty of such 
offenses,"

considerations of public policy. It 
is a power that should not be exiff- 
cised arbitrarily, nor upon the mew 
whim or caprice of an executive, r. 
is a power that should be _exercisec 
by the executive only within those 
rules sanctioned and sustained by 
justice and long established custom. 


"In granting this pardon, I as- 
sumed tho legality of the trial and 
conviction, so far as the judicial pro-

"He could not 
see why nature should not keep its 
course as when man and beasts lived 
fearlessly together. As -people got 
farther away from natural laws and 
living, the more corrupt they be- 
came and the more in need of ser- 
mons and music to keep down their 
evil passions, this sage believed. 


"Confucious was the great moral 


teacher of tho Chinese people. He 
taught 'Do not do unto others what 
you -would not have them do to you. 
The most 'brilliant exponent of the 
school of confucious was Mencious 


"The first Chinese philosopher oi 


which there is record was bom in 
804 B. C. and was 30 years the sen- 
ior of Confucious. 
He wrote two 


books of his beliefs.,and observations 
consisting of about 5,000 words.

"Dangerous Days Ahead." In de- 
veloping the point .he emphasized 
the futility of radical socialism or 
communism in bringing about an 
ideal labor situation. 


"Before the war unrest existed, 


the* kind which prevents degenera- 
tion; but since the war a new kind 
of unrest has come about. 
Some 


call it dreaming and others at. at- 
tempt at bringing about a world 
panacea. 
In Europe the first hope 


was for the invention of a war ma- 
chine which civilization could not 
endure, thereby ending all war." 


"Discontent Caused Reaction" 
When the discontented realized 


that the peace table was guided by 
greed and national narrowness look- 
ing only for boundaries and strat- 
egic military points, they realized 
it simply meant more wars; an< 
then came reaction, declared Coiner 
ford.

the Russian movement making fo

National and State Authorities 


Believe Negro Champs 


Should Have Title 


MILWAUKEE, Wis—The Na- 


tional Boxing association is work- 
ing out a plan whereby negro box- 
ers will have championships of their 
own. Following a mail vote taken 
among members, it has been de- 
cided to arrange for championship 
bouts among the leading perform- 
ers of the race, the winner i/i each 
division to be entitled to the rank 
of champion. . 


President Walter H. -Liginger be- 


lieves that this will prbve a great 
help tc the' colored boxer, who in 
many states is practically unable to 
take, part in a bout in public. The 
Wisconsin boxing law does not per- 
mit mixed iights, and only once 
since the law went into force in 
1913 have colored boxers appeared 
in a ring. 
That was during the 


war, when Sam Lacgford-and Jeff 
Cfark boxed at a war stamp benefit. 


If the chami^on in the white class 


sees fit, to challenge the winner in 
the black division, or vice versa, the 
association will .place no barriers, 
'but as there are few states where 
these bouts can now .be staged, the 
'probability of their taking place is 
negligible, 


"The colored race has produced 


many great fighters, and under the 
present system few of them have 
the opportunity to ply their trade," 
said Liginger. Johnson, Langford,

In referring to bill 477 A. Mr. Hed- 
den quotes as follows: "The cpn- 
denseries are,, converting this skim- 
med milk formerly fed to hogs in 
the finished product for the farmer 
for human consumption, and com- 
bined with cocoanut oil which is 
more nutritious and more digestable 
than butter fat, and selling it to 
the consumer at a saving of 35% m 
the final cost." 
Mr. Hedden apparently deplores 


the fact that skim milk is fed to 
hogs. Personally, I can't think of 
any better way to make pork than 
to have skim milk as one of the chief 
feeds for the growing pig. If Mr. 
Hedden has a substitute for skim- 
milk, other than butter-milk or whey 
lets hear about it. Then Mr. Hed- 
den says he can make this, compound 
up for human consumption for the 
farmer. This is absurd on the face 
of it. 
Mose farmers that I know 


use their own genuine product. 


But the most important statement 


of Mr. Hedding's is that cocoanut 
oil is more nutritious and more di- 
gestable than butter-fat. 
I wonder 


if Mr. Hedden has ever heard of 
vitamines. 
If he hasn't, let him 


call up Prof, Hart of the Agr. chem- 
istry department of the -University 
of Wisconsin and I believe he will be 
fully, informed us to what vitamines 
are. 
Cocoanat oil is a vegetable 


product, and consequently has not 
nourishment in it that butterfat, an 
animal product has. 
Finally, Mr. Hedden, bewails the 


fact that if he can't sell his goods, 
the condensery industry in the coun- 
try will be crippled. I say, better 
cripple the condensery industry than 
a lot of human beings that don't 
stop to investigate whether they are 
buying cannea ,cow or canned co- 
coanut.
